THROUGH ALABAMA. 


MoNTGOMERY, February 2).—The cyclone sweep 
ing yesterday over this section has left worse trace+ 
within ashort distance from here than immediate 
ly around Montgomery. From Kellyton to We 
tumpka,in Coosa county,e big hail and wind storm 
injured several, blowing dowa houses, barnes, 
church steeples, carrying them into every direction. 
At Cross Plains, eight persons were killed, and 
others seriously injured. At Rock Run and Amer- 
son life and property were detroyed. Many other 
casualties from other sections, but the wires are 
partly down. News comes in meager. Marion, 
Alabama, had butone viciim, but much property 
was damiged. Montgomery had houses unroofed, 
trees, fences, bridges torn down, but no other casu- 
alties. The damage near here is considerable, but 
does not compa e with the havoc played in the in- 
terior of this state. The steamer, Maggie Burke, 
goteut of the woods this morning, where the tor- 
nado had senther She went down the Alabama. 

Fire at Goodwater, Alabama, destroyed nearly 
the whole business portion, including telegraph 
office and instruments; hence news meager. 


THE LEEDS DISASTER. 

A Harrowing Sight ot Mangied Bedice and Death 
Reenes. P 

BiRMINGHAM, Al®, February 29.—Your corr 
spondent boarded the regular passenger train on 
the Georgia Pacific to-day and went to Leeds, fif 
teen miles cast of this city, to get further particu- 
lars of the terrific cyclone that swept throngh Ca- 
haba Valley yesierday. No idea of the devastation 
cau be conceived without visiting the track of the 
cylone, At1o’clock the people sawa dense fun- 
nel shaped cloud, black as night.approachirg mites 
away, from the southwest, roaring louder than 4 
thousand co-}burners, and the whol¢ heavens were 
illuminated with a peculiar glow, never to be for- 
gotten by the terror siricken people. As it ap- 


proached Leeds, the black shafts darted frem the | 
top of the strange cloud toward the earth with al: | 


most lightniog rapidity. 
THE TOTAL SWEEP. 


At 1:30 0’clock it swept over the new town of | 
Leeds,a hundred yards east of the depot, leaving 


absolutely nothing in the way of houses and trees 
initspath. It followed the track of the Georgia 
Pacific road six miles, covering it that distance with 
ebris. The wes: bond train from Atlanta was fif- 
teen minutes behind tlire, and escaped total de- 
struction, The east bound train} was stopped by a 
ree blown across the road from the main 
cyclone. This both trains were providentially 
saved, Before night 200 hands were put to work 
cleaning the roadand by thistime this morning 
the trains passe without trouble. This new road 
stood the heavy rain and wind splendidiy, and not 
one foot of it was damaged. The scene around 
Leeds beggars descrip ion: Houses just eompleted 
were blown away, and not even a brick left where 
a house stood. Horses, mules and cows killedand 
in some instances with fence rails driven clear 
througa their bodies. At Dr. Wright's two horses 
were killed and three blown away and never heard 
from. He was a contractor on the road and all his 
houses, twenty three carts and two wagons were 
utterly demolished. “

No town or city as far as heard from escaped 
terrifie falls of rain or bail and unusually 
strong winds.

Suddenly the clouds began to lower and darkness 
to gather, until it seemed that the town had been 
sunk into night. Darker and darker grew the day, 
until those in doors were forced to light 
their lamps and candles. Then 
a low, distant rumble was heard, and the man who 
was watching Grassy Knob turned around to his 
right and jooked in the direction of Cartersville. 
He could have seen the hills and mountains for 
several miles if the day had been clear. Before 
him, but obscured by thedark and threatening 
clouds, lay a strip of country extending for about 
fifteen miles—running from the southwest to the 
northeast. 

Quick asa flash the low rumble broke intoa 
loud roaring, and at once a wild and furious 
cyclone hove in sight at the right hand or south 
western end of the strip of country just described. 
The face of the country seemed suddenly to have 
been seized with convulsions and;the elements cat- 
tled furiously. A huge mass of black clouds witha 
bright white lining was seen to pass along to the 
south of Jasper, first rushing furiously toward the 
ground, then dartiag wildly upward, boiling this 
way then that like a huge po: of sheepheads, then 
whirling and whizzing and lashing each qther, yet 
moving along with dignified grandeur toward the 
summit of Grassy Knob. The noise of the cyclone 
waslike unto that made by the flushing of a 
covy of quails, multiplied ten thousand 
times over. The windows rattled, and the 
houses shook as the huge whirlwind passed in sight 
of and within three miles of Jasper. Toe mass of 
boiling clouds, steadied a moment to wrench off 
the native forest that capped a bili top, dashed over 
like a huge bee to snatch a mountain spur bald 
headed, then whizeed along over a level ridge, 
dauced a few fantastic jigs and with a sweep went 
over Grassy Knob 3,290 feet above the level of the 
sea and 2.126 feet above the tallest spire in Atlanta.

Near where the cyclone was first seen from Jas- 
per three brothers have lived for years. There 
names are John, Peterand LeviCagle. They are 
all prosperous and well-to-do farmers, owning goed 
lands and running an extensive government dis- 
tillery. They live within a stone’s throw of each 
other and have good comfortable houses, Levi 
Cagle lived in a large two-story house, sitting upon 
the crest of a hill overlooking the valley of one of 
the mountain creeks. Southwestward from his 
house Was open. No trees or bills were in the way 
and the residence stood right in the pathway of the 
cyclone. 

{n his house were his wife and five children and 
three hired men, Wm. Grover, Wm. Herren and 
Alonzo Wright. 

The cyclone whisked over the mountains and 
into the valley where it paused a moment to 
gather its forces in the unbroken space, then sete 
tli: g down it began to zoon like a top and away it 
whizzed like an arrow aimed at the house of Levi 
Cagle. For a second .it flew through the 
air unobstructed, then it wrapped itself about the 
house, gave an angry jerk and literally tore the 
happy home intoa million pieces. Not a shingle 
clung to its fellow, and of the place and all its out- 
houses not one stick was left above another.

The Cemical Old Weman of Gettysburg— Lee's Pian—

At the battle of Gettysburg the Tenth New 
York cavalry regument of General Gregg’s 
brigade with Rank’s section of two artillery 
guns were stationed inthe middle of the 
Hanover roadon a hill near the Howard 
house. The residents of the surrounding 
neighborhood came over to see the soldiers, 
and among thefu was acrippled old woman 


with acruich under one arm and a cane in 
the other hand who was leaning against the 
fence inthe roadafew yards in front of 
Zank’s guns. Some of the men amused 
themselves with cnaffing the country people; 
some were growing their horses, some allowed 
their animals to nibble the rich clover, while 
others, worn out, were trying to get alittle 
sieerp. 

The skirmishing began, and General Gregg 
erdered Gfty men of the Tenth new cavalry 
to advance and clear the front, A regiment 
of confederate infantry met them, which 
drove back thesmall party of dismounted 
federal cavalry. Suddenly a federal officer, 
Assistent Sargeon Tate, of the Third Penn- 
syivania cavairy, a resident of Get'ysburg 
who bad been trying in vain to get into town 
to see his family, rode rapidiv from the front, 
and right after, a force of confederates ap- 
peared on the top of Brinkerheff's ridge, 
where it crossesthe Hanoverrosd, Rank’s 
gunners sent two she!ls into the midst by the 
confederates, who fell back under the cover 
of the ridge. The cavalry sprang to horse, 
but amid all the excitementofan initiated 
battle, they all bad timeto notice and yell 
with laughter at the spectable of the crippled 
old woman ruuning far dear life across the 
field with as much activity as agirl in her 
teens, without cuutch or cane, and shrieking 
with ali of nerinog power. The two sbelis 
had whiazged about six feet over her head and 
seemed t) bave cured her infirmities.

Richard Kirkland was the son of John 
Kirkland, an estimable citizen of Kershaw 
county, a plain, substantial farmer of the 
olden time In 1861 he entered asa private 
Captain J. D. Kennedy’s company (E) of the 
second South Carolina volunteers, in which 
company he was a sergeant in December, 
1862. 

The day after the sanguinary battle of 
Fredericksburg, Kershaw’s brigade occupied 
the road at the foot of Marye’s hill and the 
ground about Marye’s house, the scene of 
their desperate defense of the day before. 
One hundred and fifty yards in front of the 
road, the stone facing of which constituted 
the famous stone wall. lay Syke’s division of 
regulars, U.S. A., between whom and our 
no a murderous skirmish oceupied the 
whole day, fatal © many who heedleasly ex- 
posed themselves, even fora moment. The 
ground between the lines was bridged with 
the wounded, dead and dying Federals, vic. 
tims of the many desperate and gallant as- 
saultsof thatcolumn of 30,000 brave men 
hurled vainly against that impregnab.e posi- 
tion. 


All that day those wounded men rent the 
air with their groans and their agonizing cries 
of ‘‘Water! water!” Inthe afternoon tbe 
general satin the north room, up stsirs, -of 
Mrs Steven’s house, in front of the road 
surveying the field, when Kirkland came up.

At 
Chickamauga he fell on the field of battle, in 
the hour of victory. He was buta you'h 
when called away, and had never formed 
those ties from whieh might have resulted in 
a posterity to enjoy bis fame and = biess his 
country; but he baslbequeathbed tothe Ameri- 
can yourh—yea, to the world—an example 
which dignifies our common humapnity.”’

I set out to ‘“‘uniimber” a littie incident 
that occurred at Lookon mountain; and per- 
haps the reader will fancy the story better 
than moralizing on the aspects and mishaps 
of war.

THE CUNSTITUT:'ON AND THE CYCLONE 

No better evidence of the extent and per- 
fection of the newe-service of THE ConstTiITT 
TION, and its determination to farnish the 
fullest and earliest news to its readers, could 
be asked then was furnished in its report of 
the cyclone of Tuesday. 

We are not disposed to boast aBout the 
matter. With the wires down and our corre- 
spondents out of reach until about 11 o'clock 
at night, we printed the next morning four 
columns of storm news, giving the list of 
killed and wounded, the particulars of casual- 
ties, the course of the two cyclones, incidents 
and descrip'ions. It isa feat in journalism 
of which any paper might be proud. 

In the meantime we respec'fully suggest a 
comparison of Tae Constitution of Tuesday 
with the same day's issue of the papers that 
spend so much of the time in criticising our 
telegraphic news-service. Whenever any- 
thing important happens and the peuple 
want the news, they know where to find it. 
And news is whet the people want. 


COPYR'GHT IN NEWS. 


In Tuesday's ConsTITUTION we presented an 
outline of Editor Watterson’s views in regard 
tothe property right of newspapers in the 
news which they collect and print. Editor 
Watterson, it appears, is chairman of a com- 
mittee appointed by the western associated 
press to lookinto this matter and he has 
prepared a bill which wiil shortly be pre 
sented to congress. He says he has taken 
great pains with the bill, and he bas now, he 
believes, elaborated it to a point where it 
‘‘will operate to protect property in news 
from piratical concurrent publication.” 

{i The idea of copyrighting news is not a new 
one with Editor Watterson or the western 
associated press. In the late Confederate 
States the matter was eciually made the sub 
ject of legislation, and for atime every daily 
paper in the south connected with the system 
that then gathered the news, carried at the 
head of its telegraphic columns the legend 
“Entered according to act of congress,’’ 


this legislation was to prevent the weekly, 
the semi-weekly and the tri-weekly papers 
from using the news. Atany rate the news 
was copyrighted. The experiment was made 
and the law was in operation when 
the larger experiment, involving the copy- 
righ of the confederacy itself, was found to 
be impracticabie. 

Editor Watterson gives arather vague ex- 
p'anation of the scope of his bill. He says 
‘itsimply operates to protect property in 
news from piratical concurrent publication.’ 
He also intimates that the copyright is to 
cover a period of twenty-four hours; that 1s 
to say, property in news is to be 
protected twenty-four bours trom the 
hour of publication. But what is property 
in news? Rather (to goa little back of the 
purpose of Editor Watterson’s pro- 
posed bill) what is news? Does 
it consist of facts, events, 
opinions, or sensations, or ef each in its turn, 
or of all when they lump themselves? Does 
a newspaper which is the first to take cogni- 
zance of these things thereby acquire a prop- 
erty right in them, or a property right in its 
cognizance or a property right in the 
form, method or manner in which it places 
the news before the public? 

It will thus be seen that the question of 
copyright in news is not only important, as 
Editor Watterson maintains, but a very del- 
icate one involving rights that might easily 
affect the larger rignts of: the public. 
Let us suppose, for instance, that 
there is a desire on the part of Taz Constirv 
Trion to obtain copyright on its cyclone mat- 

_ter. What is the argument in favor of it? 
Why, that Tue Constitution has expended 
some money, considerable skill and the fore- 
cast necessary to keep an organization of 
special correspondents ready to meet such 
emergencies. Whatis the argument against 
it? Simply its impracticability. Thecyc!lone 
itself bas already been copyrighted by nature. 
News of it belongs to all who may read it in 
the newspapers or hear of it orally. The 
form in which the news may be presented iS 
the property of Tae Constrrution and the 
method of gathering it, 
worth while to copyright these? The form

The frequency of cyclones in late years in 
this section and in the west will suggest 
many theories, out of which some useful and 
practical direction may come. Few things 
are less understood than cyclones, and yet 
few things need to be understood more thor- 
oughly. In the meantime thereis one gen- 
eral truth gradually establishing itself in 
this state. That is, that 1n upper middle 
Jeorgia—the section extending across from 
Heard and Carroi), through Cobb, Fulton and 
Spalding, into Clarke, Walton and Jeckson— 
there is no danger from cyclones, they being 
regularly shunted off whenever they menace 
this table-land. It appears, also, that in the 
lower levels ofthe state there is con-para- 
tively no danger, especially in the southeast. 
And thatin the tier ot counties lying be- 
tween the two sections of the state, stretch- 
ing diagonally from Muscegee or Harris, to 
Columbia, cyclones are apt to be more fre- 
quent than in other sections. And yet after 
all we know little about these strange and 
terrible visitors, and cannot predict where 
they will strike or where they wiil spare. A 
year ago, the farmer in his mountain home 
in Pickens county would have laughed at the 
idea of acyclove reaching into his section. 
And yet on Tuesday, one went careening 
through the valleys of that county, with the 
worst results. 

No man can foretell the coming of these 
terrible storms. No man can iadicate their 
course. Theystrike with the swiftness of 
lightning,and with allits terrible unexpected- 
ness. Whereverit strikes, or whoever, the 
hearts of all Georgians go out in sympathy to 
the unfortunate. 


WHEN England once takes 0. a craze there is no 
half wey workaboutit.

No man in 
English pubiic life gives out such an im 
pression of power as Lord Salisbury.

But the 
(wo oppotivg leaders whose names heave been most 
prominent for the pa-t month ortwo,are Mr Cham 
berlain and Lord Churchill. Mr. Chamberlain now

errantin search of adventure than a statesman. 
Yet he isaman ofability, and, in his way, very 
much in earnest.

Us ssn scetiiapillaunaieement 


THE late William Cuilen Bryant made a strong 
plea a Score of years sgo for the preservation of our 
forests. The poet called theattention of bis readers 
andof the gover: ment to the fatal results which 
follow the stripping of a country ofits forests, In 
all woodlands nature has provided 
for retaining the moisture of rains. 
The earith under the trees is covered with a thick 
carpeting of fallea leav.s, which prevent the 
water from passing immediately into the streams 
and hurrying to the sea. Part of the m@isture 
thus confined makes its way slowly into the veius of 
the earth, rises in spripgs and runs off in :ivulets; 
part is gradually drawn up by the _ rootlets 
of the trees, and given off to the air from the leaves 
to form the vapors which are af'erwards condensed 
intoshowers Thus forests undoubtedly pro‘ect a 
country against dreuth, and keep its streams con- 
stantly flowing and its wells constantly full.

= It is estimated that the actual damage in the ret- 
tlement will foot up nearly a hundred thousand 
collars.

AN AGREEMENT. REACHED TO 
LAST TILL JULY. 


The Conterding Menegers Meeton Friendly Terms 
and Agreeto Hold Together a Littl Leong re 
The West Point Postmaster—General 
Lougstreet’s Presenc , Bte., Ete. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, February 20.—When the Rail 
way apd Steamship association reassembled 
this morning, the acrimonious feelings ob 
served last night between the representatives 
of the Centrai and East Tennesse, Virginia 
and Georgia bad cooled. Both parties ap- 
peared serene, though it was known that any 
hitch would spring the old difficulty and prob- 
ably disrupt the pool. The pressure for peace 
had been strong and prevailed so far as to in- 
sure a continuance of the pool until July, 
at least the former sgreement as to rates was 
ratified by the adoption of the following res- 
olution: ° 

“Astheconfinuance of the association is 
considered of great importance to its mem- 


hers, resolved, that the agreement of October 
24, 1885, be putin effect, and continued in 


force until the first of Jnivy, 1884. with tbe 
. 


‘understanding that the executive committee 


will have power on the first of June 
next to continue it until January 
first, 1885, by unpnanimious agreement 


but if unable to agree upon so doing, then a 
meeiing of the associa'ion on or before the 
first of July shall be held to consider the 
gurstion of its continuance,”’ 

Mr. Raoul agreed to this. Mr. Fink had 
declared a willingness to do so last night, and 
so the present danger was oridged over, 
Opinions differ as to what will be done in 
July. Most of the members of the pool think 
there will be no demand on the executive 
committee for another meeting, and the 
present agreement will be allowed to contin- 
ue Wntil Januery, next year. Others believe 
that either the Esst Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia or the Central will become dissatis- 
tied before July and make it necessary to cel! 
& meeting to patch upanother place between 
them. Both managements are aggressive,

TWO DAYS IN CONGRESS. 


The Senate Engaged on the Nutiena!l Bank Clreula- 
tien 1:1, 

WasHINGTON, February 20.—In the senate 
yesterday. the bill toincrease the endowment 
ofthe university of Alabama, from public 
land in said state, was read three times and 
passed. It givesto the university 46 Oo0 acres in 
addition to those formerly given to be applied 
to the erection of buildings and the restora- 
tion of the library and scientific apparatus. 
After the passage of some bills for private re- 


lief, the chair Jaid before the _ sen- 
ate the unfinished business of yes- 
terday, being a bill to provide 
for the issue of circulation to the national 


banks. Mr Bayard then addressed the sen- 
ate in Opposition to Mr. Plumb’s amend 
ment. The debate was continued by 
McPherson, Piumb, Anderson, Mitchell, 
Morgen and otbers, Mr. Piamb witbdrew 


bis modification to the amendment, formerly 
proposed, which nyodiiication provided that 
the true intentand meaning of the section 
was that the volume of psper money cut- 
standing, exclusive of gold and silver certifi 
cates, should remain as now existing. Mr. 
McPherson said that the committee’s bill 
was a plain proposition, which every 
man could understand for himself, It pro 
posed to issue @ currency up to the par value 
of the bond, an’ thatthe only other proposi- 
tion submitted in the amendment of the bill 
was to meet something else, and he did not 
agree with them. Af:er some discussion be- 
tween Beck, Coke. and Pugh with reference 
to the scepe ofthe Pinmb amendment, Mr 
Morgan said he proposed to offer an amend- 
ment to the amendment from the senator 
from Kansas, to provide that whenever.any 
portion of the circulation of a national bank 


shall be surrendered in consequence 
of the call and payment of 
boncs of the United States by 


the government an equal amount of treasury 
notes should be issued by the government in 
lieu thereof, so as to prevent the sbrikage of 
circulation. Mr. Morgan stated bis under 
standing was that that was the real purport of 
the amendment of tne senator from Kansas, 
but if there should be any doubt about it, he 
would, at the proper time, give bis support to 
the amendment. He too, had his heart fixed 
upon tbe proposition to pay off the national 
debt. We had been working « long time and 
under serious embarrassment to that end, and 
we should not now turn pack and endeavor to 
fix upon the country an interest bearing on 
subject for all time to come, which 
should remain a constant sourceof taxa- 
tion to the people, for the purpose of 
sustaining paper money. The people should 
not be subjected to the necessity of issuing in- 
terest bearing bonds, and so maintaining high 
taxation in order that they may have a sup- 

ly of currency. Some cheaper plan couid 
* found. We had lived almost a century 
witbout resorting to such -expedients, and 
when we did resort to it, it was during time 
of war. It was not a thing that statesman- 
ship should pause at. We had waited long 
enough now to be able tu devise some better 
scheme, and Mr. Morgan was prepared to 
favor an approach to it in a gradual manner, 
indicated by the proposition by the senator 
from Kansas. PR 

In the session of the senate to-day, an ad- 
verse report was made fromthe committee 
op claims on the bill to provide for hearing 
and determining the claims of the state of 
Georgia, but at the request of Senator Brown, 
it was placed on the calendar, Bills were in- 
troduced by Mr. Brown, and referred, to an- 
thorize the erection of public buildings at 
Augusta and Athens, Ga. The senate then 
resumed consideration of the currency bill. 
The debate was participated in by Messrs 
Pugh, Piumb and McPherson. 

S-veral amendments were offered to the 
Piumb amendment and accepted by the gen- 
tleman. One offered by Mr. Morgan and ad- 
vyecated at some len. th, was rejected. Plumb’s 
amendment was then rejected, yeas 15, nays

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THE D4aNVILLE STORY. 


A Negro Piecacher Tells How tile Heart Bied at the 
Bight. 
Wasrnuineton, February 20.—The Danville 
investigation was resumed this morning 
Captain Groves currected the impression left 
by his testimony yesterday. He said he had 
never been a negro trader for profit. He had 
inherited slaves. A few of these he had so'd, 
and had purchased otbers in their places -W. 
H. Borksdale, colored, clergyman, was called. 
He told a monotonous story of the riot, which 
he had seen from a short distance, without 
adding anything of importance to the story 
as gathered from his predecessors, He dis- 
tinctly heard the order from 


“Shoot, shoot.’’ There was no resistance on 


the part of the blacks, nor did they 
have arms. of apy kind, The 
whites followed the retreating blacks. 


Witness thought there was no danger to the 
whites from the colored people. He had 
never beard auy threats by colored men, al- 
though bis opportunities for hearing and 
knowing their sentiments were excellent. 

Senator Sherman—Barksdale, did you vote 
on election day? 

‘No, str, I did not.”’ 

‘Will you tell us why you did not vote?’ 

“Well, sir, 1 felt that tbe city of the colored 
people ougbt to be in sgagkcloth and ashes 
praying instead of coking Gite polls, and whe, 
I went in the street and*saw the blood n 
these men, wy heart was fullof grief. I 
knew themall from boys Then I saw men 
that were armed and didn't know what 
might be the result. Consequently I didn’t 
go to the polls atail.”’ 

Witness further described the sentiments 
of the colored people as be had gathered it in 
intercourse with them after the riot. They 
geuvera!ly said in effect: “‘IfI can’t goto the 
pol'sar 4 vote except under lead and powder, 
I wont go at all’. Uuder cross-examina 
tion by = Mr. Vance, he insisted 
that the crowd of colored people was com- 
posed in part of women and children. His 
attention had since been called by white men 
to the bullet marks on the buildings in the 
rear of the position where the whites stood 
during the riot. The failure of the coldred 
pe: ple to vote was not the result of any orders 
received from any source—not to his knowl- 
edze,
